In obedience to the duty required by Section fl of Ar- 
ticle ]!) of the Code of Public General Laws, I herewith 
respectfully submit the following financial operations of 
the Treasury Department for the fiscal year ended Sep- 
tember 30, 18!)8. 

KKCEIPTS. 

By reference to Statement "A," the total receipts 
during the fiscal year aggregated S;t,0!i5, 314.22, to which 
sum mu3t be added the balance in the Treasury proper 
September ;iO, 1807, of j!707,i;(8.58, and cash to the credit of 
the various Funds' Account of S,">i)!),8iiS.44, making the 
total receipts $4,;n2.:J18.2-[, or a gain of ij(;22.22().08 over 
that of the year previous. Kxclusive, however, of balances 
and the amount to the credit of the several Sinking Funds 
and the Common Free School Fund, the ordinary receipts 
were $:-{,0!t5.;n 4.22 as against i|;2,772,()fl5.4U for the year 1897, 
or a gain of i;y2:),'2n8.82. 

It is true that in this gain is included the sum of $125,- 
000,00, being amount received from the Military Emergency 
Fund ; yet in the year previous is included the sum of $27,- 
fiOO.OO, being the dividend on S.iftu.oi 10.00 of the stock of the 
Washington Branch of the Baltimore & Ohio R. R. Co., 
which sum was lost to the Treasury this year. Therefore, 
the net gain in the ordinary receipts is $225,758.82. 
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By a closer examination of said etatement, this gain 
becomes apparent hy a CAimparison with the same state- 
ment for tlie fiscal year of 1897. The amount received 
from collectors of State taxes during the present fiscal 
year, aggregates $U0!12,ti!)9.85, the largest in the history of 
the State, as against lfl,0l!),<;;tl.76 for the year previous, or 
a gain of $7:J,2ii8,0!) '; and that, too, notwithstanding the 
very large increase in tiie gain of the preceding year of 
$175,011.41, while the gain from Tax on Incorporated insti- 
tutions and Tax on Baltimore City Stock, is sio,753 ilt and 
$1,915.23 respectively; hence the total gain during the 
year from direct taxes aggregates $H5,!);!U,8I, an augmen- 
tation specifically- dedicated to and used hy the Sinking 
Funds, Free Books and the Public Schools of the State. 
This iocreave was made possible by the prompt collection 
of the State's revenues above referred to, as is very 
thoroughly demonstrated by the balances due by collec- 
tors, aggregating $582,118.52, as against $IJ85,5oL.0« for 
1897, or $10:!,+;J2.5+ less than at the same period last year, 
while the balances due by Incorporated Institutions show 
also a decrease amounting to S2,;U9.52, 

Another gratifying exhibit is also shown in the in- 
crease of $18,3-14.02 in Excess of Fees of Office, and of $20,- 
4:98.!13 from Tax on Gross Receipts of Corporations; the 
total receipts from the latter amounting to $1!)1,()38.98. 
Even this large amount is not what it sliouid and would be, 
if it were not for special exemptions granted by the Legis- 
lature in the years past to sundry corporations. It cannot be 
denied that real estate bears the burden of taxation, which 
many holders thereof have indeed found onerous, and were 
it not for such exemptions, and all corporations were com- 
pelled to pay their fair and just share of the burdens of 
taxation, our tax rate could soon be materially reduced. 

During the year' the several Registers of Wiih paid 
into the State Treasury the sum of $184,135.4:4, or a gain of 
$83,404.0(i over the year previous. Prior to the year 1892 
all Clerks of Courts and Registers of Wills were allowed a 
commission "f 5 per cent, upon all State moneys collected 
by them, save and except the Clerk of the Court of Com- 
mon Pleas, whose commisfion was and still remains 1 per. 
cent — a very fair and reasonable compensation to all for 
the labor and responsibility of handling the State's money. 
By reference to Chapter oli4 of the Act of 1892, you will 
find these rates of commission changed, in so far only as 
they relate to Registers of Wills. By that statute they are 
allowed a commission of 25 per cent, upon such collections, 
one-fourth of entire amount— a most exorbitant rate, in 
my opinion — and this tax can only be paid to the Regis- 
ters ; must be paid within a specified time, and if not paid 
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becomes, in some iriKtaiices, a lien upon property, as, for 
example, the Tax on Collateral Inheritances. Every of- 
ficial should be compensated fairly and ecLiiitably, accord- 
ing to the service rendered, but when the compensation is 
more than this, the same is exorbitant, and is made at the 
expense of every taxpayer, and is derogatory to the Treas- 
ury of the State. Such statutes should unquestionably be 
repealed. Were this law not in effect, we should have re- 
ceived during the present fiscal year, in round numbers, 
the sum of $2:33,000.00, as against ^184,000.00. 

DlSBUHSPIMENTS. 

In statement " B " is shown in detail the character of 
disbursements and the various Acts under which the same 
are drawn, ajfgregating f:i,2;i(i,10l..">0, or in excess of the 
year previous by *2.i5,Ul.!)2, leaving a balance in the 
Treasury proper at the close of the fiscal year of S'SfJti,- 
351.30. While the (lisbursements during this period are 
largely in excess of those of last year, as is true of every 
legislative year, yet such increase is mainly due to the 
expenses of the Legi.slature of ]«!t8, and the payments 
under the Military Emergency Fund, the latter aggregat- 
ing |122,781.;tO. This sum was disbursed under Chapter 
;t80 of the Acts of 1898, entitled "An Act to appropriate 
a certain sum of money for the use of the Governor of 
Maryland, for expenses connected with organizing, arm- 
ing, equipping and maintaining and completing the or- 
ganization, armament and equipment of Maryland troops 
for the service of the United States and the State of 
Maryland, in the event of war." 

Shortly after the above Act was approved, war was 
declared by the United States against Spain, and then the 
sons of Maryland, witli true devotion to the flag of this 
nation, and ever ready to aid in humanity's cause, placed 
their lives at their country's service. It theref(»re became 
necessary to properly organize, arm and equip them. 
While the above Act carried an appropriation of 3>200,- 
000.00, yet less than ^I2."),000.00 has or will be expended, 
the most of which, I am informed, will be returned to the 
State by the general Government of the United States, 

Estimates. 

The probable receipts into the Treasury during the fis- 
cal year IRim are clearly shown in Statement " C," amount- 
ing to $2,912, 82H. 18. In this statement will be found the 
item, "Military Emergency Fund." §93,18(>.88, as the 
probable amount to be refunded to the State by the General 
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Government on account of theexpenses'of the war. Before 
making said siatement, I addressed an inquiry to the Hon. 
L. Allison Wilmcr, Adjutant General, asking what sum, in 
his opinion, would be returned to the State by reason of such 
exjienditures. A part of his reply ia as follows : " The net 
result of which is that we should receive from the Govern- 
ment under the rules already established, leaving out the 
(about) $12,1100.00 above referred to, ?i);i,]8G.88 ; and we are 
as fairly and equitably entitled to the remaining iii2(l,!)(i;J Si-. 
Claim will be made for the entire amount of 5'120,].50.72." 

To this aggregate $2,!)I2,82!I.1S must be added the bal- 
unce on hand September ;{i), 18!I8, of i?5ltG,;(51.;(0, making 
$:i,470, 180.48, from which must be deducted the probable 
disbursements, aggregating ij2,7!)5,770.5(;, all of which, if 
realized, would leave the verv comfortable balance. Sep- 
tember 30, 180!), of $r,8;i,+O0.<12." 

Free Schooi. Fund. 

The condition of the Free School Fund at the close of 
the fiscal year, is fully shown in Statement "'E." By ref- 
erence thereto the gros? receipts and balance from last 
year are shown to be ;?77 ,415.57, or a gain of $9,156.43, but 
$9,125.00 of this increase was occasioned by a reduction 
during the year of the capital stock of the Central Na- 
tiopal Bank of Frederick, of which bank the State held 
$22,800,00 of its stock for the benefit of the counties of Car- 
roll, Frederick and Washington, and through the payment 
into the Treasury by said bank of this sum, viz., $9,125.00, 
the State's holdings have been reduced from $22,800.00, to 
$13,675.00, this difference of $9,125.00 being now in the 
Treasury to the credit of those counties, all of which 
will more fully appear by reference to Statement "F." 
This amount being small, the Treasury officials were un- 
able to secure a safe investment therefor ; but it is the 
present intention to place this sum in an equal amount of 
the " Consolidated Loan of 1899," now about to be issued, 
thus securing a safe and secure investment. The disburse- 
ments on account of said fund to the several counties and 
city of Baltimore amounted to S64,848.77, leaving a bal- 
ance on hand of $12,5li6.80, in which balance is included 
the amount of $9,125.00 above mentioned. 

The Common Free School Fund now holds, and has 
since the year 1878, $118,100.00 of the Preferred ti per cent. 
Stock of the Baltimore & Ohio R. R. Co,, the dividends 
upon which have been passed for several consecutive pe- 
riods, occasioning a loss to this fund, which has been very 
sorely felt. Exercising the authority contained in the 
Constitution and statutes of this State, the Board of Public 
Works has advertised said stock for sale, with every pros- 
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pect of realiziDg $88,600.00, which sum, if realized, should. 
Id my judgment, be invested in a like amount of the new 
" Consolidated Loan of 18!)!)," thereby providing a limited 
endowment in the State's own stock. 
Sinking Funds. 
The condition of the several Sinking Funds is alno ex- 
hibited in the same statement. The receipts from all sources, 
increment from inveatmentfi, cash transferred from the 
Treasury proper and from the sale of securities held by 
said funds aggregate the sum of iJii45.17C.ij2, as follows :

In this amount is included the sale of Baltimore City 
Stock of the par value of $501,200.00, being the entire hold- 
ings of the State in these securities, save and except those 
amounts held by the Common Free School Fund and the 
Maryland Agricultural College, said sale netting, clear of 
commissions, the sum of $518,075.75, which amount de- 
ducted from the gross receipts, would leave the sum of 
$427,100.87 as the ordinary receipts during the year from 
increment on investments and cash transferred from the 
Treasury proper, or a sum greater by $42,033.47 than the 
year previous. 

During the year there was purchased for the Defence 
Redemption Loan Sinking Fund, stock of its own loan of 
the par value of $43!), 952. 00, costing $447,877.98 ; hence at 
the close of the fiscal year, the various Sinking Funds 
showed a cash balance as follows :

Your attention is respectfully directed to the setting 
asidt> to the credit of the several Sinking Funds, during 
the fiscal year, of the sum of 55281,000.00, being the amount 
transferred from the Treasury proper, or a sum exceeding 
that of the year previous by !?22,583.23. As you are well 
aware, this sum represents the remainder of that portion 
of the 5.1 cents of the 17? cents tax rate, after the payment 
of the interest on the public debt as required by law. which 
remainder must be carried to the credit of the Sinking 
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Funds. It has been my constant care to see that every 
dollar, notwithstanding the large demands upon the Treas- 
ury necessarily incidenta..! to a lejfislalive year, should be 
carried to these funds, in order that their sanctitv should 
be preserved inviolate. In this I have been more than suc- 
cessful, as the above record clearly demonstrates 

The above large uninvested balance of s4!)7,2H8.Cii may 
at first blubh occasion soirie surprise, but the wisdom of 
the Treasury officials in thus carrying this large balance 
is very apparent upon a closer examination of the situa- 
tion. This balance could not be used to liquidate so much 
of the Defence Redemption Loan maturing January 1, 
18^!l, inasmuch as the holders of said loan had the option, 
under Chapters 219 of the Acts of IBilfj, to exchange such 
holdings for the new issue of the '"Consolidated Loan of 
18!)!)," issued under said Act- — a privilege accepted by 
81,104,187.00 out of Al, 151,787. 00 outstanding— leaving only 
$47,(i00.00 of said loan to be retired at maturity. 

Had the Treasury officials gone into the market to pur- 
chase safe and reliable securities to this extent, a very 
heavy premium, likewise a commission, would necessarily 
have been paid, but inasmuch as the Stale on the first 
of January, 18'J!), only a few days distant, will issue a new 
loan, as authorized by the Act above referred to, to be 
known as the "Consolidated Loan of 18il9," not only to 
refund the outstanding debt of the State, but to issue for 
new improvements to the extent of $tt00,00fj.llo, viz. :

it was deemed the part of wisdom to retain this balance 
and invest every dollar that may be to the credit of its 
Sinking Funds on that date in this new loan, virtually re- 
tiring the State debt to that extent. 

SiNKiN<5 FuMOs — Stock Accotnt. 

In Statement "F" is shown the stock account of the 
six Sinking Funds and the cash to the credit of thof<e 
Funds, (ogether with the stocks held for the benefit of the 
Common Free School Fund and for schools in sundry 
counties, aggregating $5,080,205 25. 

Several changes have occurred in this statement du- 
ring the fiscal year. As before mentioned in these remarks, 
all of the Baltimore City Stock held in these funds, 
amounting to §501,200.00, was sold, and with a part of the 
proceeds of such sale there was purchased for the Defence 
Redemption Loan Sinking Fund §4:)9,{lo2.00 of its own 
stock. By treating the cash to the credit of these funds 
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aa slock, since the same will be invested at par in the new 
"Consolidated Loan of 1899," we have the following very 
interesting comparison :

or the unprecedented gain of ^^436, 050.64, notwithstandiog 
the expenses of tlie Legislature of 18!)8, Comment upon 
the above would simply be a matter of supererogation ; the 
record speaks for itself. 

Oyster Fund. 

The condition of the Oyster Fund is exhibited in 
Statement " H." 

The receipts, with balance on hand, aggregate tho 
sum of $5X,227.34, while the disbursements are shown to 
be $55,08:). !)2, leaving a balance on hand of ><'-i,li'iA2. 

It is absolutelj- impossible to maintain the State Fish- 
ery Force upon such revenue. With the strictest economy 
and with a <lue regard for the efficiency of the same, the 
Navy cannot be maintained for less than $lj(),0()().()() per an- 
num. This year is but a repetition of several former ones : 
insufficient revenue. By virtue of the payment of large 
bills brought over from tlip last fiscal year, this fund was 
practically exhausted in the month of April ; hence debts 
contracted an(i salaries due from that time to the close of 
the fiscal year, necessarily took the same course — that is, 
were paid since the first of October from revenues then ac- 
cruing. 

The last Le.gislature was appealed to in vain, and un- 
less the next one takes hold of this matter intelligently and 
heroically, both our oyster industry and Navy will suffer 
materially for lack of such assistance. Indeed, this indus- 
try is the main support of many thousand citizens of this 
State, and it is. in my judgment, the duty of the Legisla- 
ture of 10(H) to come to the assistance of the State Fishery 
Force by making an appropriation suffi<'ient to relieve it of 
its present embarrassment. As was said by Comptroller 
Root. P. Graham, my predecessor, in his last Report to the 
Legislature of 18!IS. ■• The oyster industry is too important 
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to the welfare of our State to l)e treated iii other than a 
broad and liheral manner ; "' an<l in this statement I most 
heartily concur. 

Assets. 

Statement " I " will show you the productive and un-' 
productive assets of the State, as of September 30, 18))8, 
and many marked changes will be noted therein. The 
large amount of $5oli.uoi),("i stock of the Washington 
Branch of the Baltimore & Ohio R. R. Co., was forced into 
the unproductive column, while the large amount of Balti- 
more City Stock heretofore held by the State was koW du- 
ring the year. One very gratifying exhibit, however, is 
made in the amounts due the State hy collectors and other 
receivers of public money, amounting this yearto$GI5,- 
376,23, as against $821,014.14 for the year previous, or a 
reduction of f2(16,538.8it. Even this balance appears large, 
but to the collection of which I shall devote my best ener- 
gies and care. 

State Debt. 

In Statement "J" is clearly shown the total State 
debt., as of September :{{), 1898. aggregating ¥!i.2»4.!)8(>.24, 
or the same as last year. From this sum, however, should 
be deducted the available and productive assets of the 
State, as therein set forth, aggregating *1.587.47l).0n, as 
well as the amount of stocks, bonilb and cash to the credit 
of the Sinking Funds of ^4.0ri4.4R8.75. making the total 
amount ?(j,25I .!lo8.7ii, hence leaving as the net debt of the 
State at the close of tlie fiscal year, ?;},o:s;f .027.4!), as-against 
12,943,078. i:t for the corresponding period of last year, or 
an increase of $83.949.:i(>. This apparent increase is made 
possible by the loss of $.55i).(i()(i.i)() of the otock of the Wash- 
mgton Branch of the Baltimore & Ohio R. K. Co., which, 
by reason of its unproductiveness, cannot now be entered 
as a credit against the State debt, altliough permissible 
last year. Bv deducting this ajiparent inciva-^e of $8:s.- 
94!t.3(i from the $550.1H").0(), would give the sum of s4(Hi.- 
050.C4 as the actual reducti<)n of the State debt during the 
year. The other cliange noticed will be in the accretion of 
$.30,000.0(1 stock of the Annapolis Water Company, the 
same having become productive during tlie year. 

The last Legislature, per Chapter 219. pr()vided for the 
refunding and consolidation of the entire State debt, ag- 
gregating $9.284.9811.24, save and except the Penitentiary 
and Insane Asylum Loans, amounting to $i;oO,t)00.00, but 
not maturing until 1911, as well as issuing a new loan to 
the extent of $900,000.00. hereinbefore mentioned. The De- 
fence Redemption Loan, maturing January 1, 1899. could 
not be entirely liquidated, although its Sinking Fund ex- 
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ceeded the loan by the handsome sum of $825,020.11, for 
the reason of its large holdings of State stocks, viz. : Ex- 
change Loans of 1886, y980,(;32.00 ; 1889, $3(;9, 800.00, and 
1891, $558,552.0.5, amounting to $1,!»08,!)84.05, nearly all of 
which was not due. The State, however, holds in its 
various Sinking Funds of this loan, $1,848,313.00, and since 
the loan amounts to $;t, 000,000, 00, there was still outstand- 
ing September 30th, ?l, lot, 787.00 to he refunded. The 
Treasury officials seeing it was necessary to exchange a 
part of this loan, deemed it wise to extend the refunding 
of the entire debt, if possible, although not due, in order 
that the large holdings of the State's own stock in the 
Sinking Funds should be cancelled, and thereby consoli- 
date the four old loans and the new one into " The Consol- 
idated Loan of 1899." Hence the passage of the Act. 
The following table will be found interesting :

Hon. Tho8. J, Shryock, upon whom has devolved almost 
the entire labor, has devoted his best energies and finan- 
cial ability. His position will be the more appreciated 
when it is remembered that of the :?;2, 521,01)0.00 outstand- 
ing of the Exchange Loan of 188!), the entire issue beinjj^ 
coupon bonds, he has secured all save ij;i2,400.00. 

In the above issue of scwi.OOO.Od for the Penitentiary, 
Second Hospital for the Insane and Maryland House of 
Con'pction, the State will take the entire issue for use of 
the Sinking Funds and Conunon Free Schi>ol Fund, as 
follows :

or a sum more than sufficient to absorb the whole issue at 
par for a new Sinking Fund and secure for tlie Common 
Free School Fund a safe and reliable investment. 

You will notice in the above statements there is no 
mention of the ^:(0(I,OIH),(IO, as authorized by the Act here- 
inbefore recited, for the construction of an armory for the 
Fifth Regiment, M, X. G:. for the veiy good reason that 
said armory is not yet ready for the money, nor will it be 
for some months. Hence it is the policy of tlie Treasury 
officials not to issue the above loan until actually needed, 
at which time the whole issue will be taken for the Sinking 
Funds, the State thus taking the entire loan of w!i()i),(j(K).0(t. 

The interest charge upon the above debt ■'?5,(i35,751.i;i, 
including even the *;10(J,0()0.00 yet tobe issued for the Fifth 
■ Hegiment Armory, would he s|8l.(;72.o3, as against $801.- 
04:!),5(i for the year previous, or a difference of ^<110, 377,03. 
While this difference is literally correct, yet it may be 
somewhat misleading, since of the Interest on the Public 
Debt due January 1, IS'M, amounting to f;]5n..524.78, 8ii8.- 
514.54 thereof comes back into the Treasury to the credit 
of the Funds Account by virtue of their holdings of State 
stocks. The actual saving of interest, however, is in the 
refunding of s] ,|i)4, 187.00 of the Defence Redemption Loan 
from a ;t.(i5 per cent, to a -i per cent. loan, or a saving of 
#7,177.21 per annum. 

Assessment and Levy of 18H8. 

In Statement " K " you will find the assessed value of 
property for State purposes amounting to )?liu;t,;)2(;,0!iG.OO, 
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or a decrease of ^4,();^!i.l7(i.0(». The counties show a gain of 
>f65,i)Ci).(M"i, while the shrinkage in Baltimore City is shown" 
to be if4.7()5.i:{(i.(K), attributable possibly to the errors In 
the new asBesment of the year previous. Notwithstanding 
this shrinkage, there is yet a gain of 8«3, 798,389,00, under 
the new or " Bankard " assessment over the basis of 189(i, 
as made under.the provisions of the assesment of 187(i. 

Public School Tax. 

Statement "L" exhibits the levy, receipts 'and dis- 
bursements by counties on account of the Public School 
Tax for the fiscal year 1898. The balance on hand October 
1, 1807 and the receipts during the year, aggregate the un- 
precedented sum of ^l,10(i,;((i4.HO, wrhile the disbursements 
amount to >i827,a()il.71, leaving a balance of j!338,!)38.25 on 
hand October 1, 18!)8 for future distributions. The amounts 
distributed to Public Schools for the past five years may 
be instructive by comparison : 

$827,380.71 in 1808, 
406,334.((U ■' 1897, 
5Ul,7r>3.00 '• 18!)(i, 
B01,(188.04 " 18115, 
(H)0,294,.^7 ■• Iti'Ji. 

The large gain in 189H was owing to the increased 
basis and prompt collections by this Department. 

Two changes were made by the last Legislature in the 
distribution of this tax. The appropriation to the State 
Normal School (white) was increased from $10,500.00 to 
:?;20,00().0() pear year, while the amount to colored schools 
was increased from 8126,(HI0.(I0, possibly *1U0,0()0.()0, de- 
pending upon the amount collected, to the fixed sum of 
SI 50,000,00, regardless of collections, 

Fkee Books. 

In Statement "' M "" is shown the levy, receipts and 
disbursements on account of this fund, the receipts amount- 
ing to $llJ6,4;i3,10, being the amount of the 2 cents of the 
17} cents tax and the disbursements as fixed by statute, 
$150,000.00, leaving a deficit of *134,!!84.i)8 as a net pay- 
ment from the Treasury during the three years of the 
operation of the law. During this time the counties and 
Baltimore Cit> have so wisely expended this money that in 
many instances the sums received are more than adequate 
for the purposes mentioned. 

Keceipts' in Detail. 

In Tables Nos. 1 to 12, inclusive, are fully set forth in 
detail the itemized receipts into the Treasury during the 
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fiscal year 1898, from Clerks of Courts, Registers of Wilis, 
Collectors of Taxes, etc., mention of which to some extent 
has been previously made in these remarks. Upon a close 
examination of these tables, there will be found a gener- 
ally healthy increase in the State's revenues, especially 
from the direct tax of 17t cents. As the receipts to Public 
Schools, lOl cents, School Books, 2 cents, and Outstand- 
ing Debt, 51 cents, depend upon the collections made, it 
has ever been my constant care to see that all moneys due 
the 8tate_ as far as practicable were promptly collected 
and paid "over. It will therefore be seen that during the 
year 18!I8, the Public Schools of this State received *H.5,- 
9:ifl.KI more than they did during the year JS!i7. 

State Tobacco Inspections. 

An exception, 'however, to the above increase in re- . 
ceipts is noticed in Table No. 7, showing the receipts and 
disbursements of the State Tobacco Warehouses. The 
gross receipts during the year aggregate S40,+;fi).(li) ; dis- 
bursements. :^;!5,.">o2.4^7, leaving net earnings of ^+,887.22, as 
against i?78,541.(ill gross receipts and s72,28;i.78 disburse- 
ments, with net earnings of Sti,2ii7.88 for the year previous, 
or a loss in net earnings during the fiscal year of -'?L,;i70.t!C. 
This shrinkage, however, is fully explained by refer- 
ence to Chapter ;!14 of the Acts of 18!t8, being an amend- 
ment to the' Code of Public General Laws, title "In- 
spections," subtitle ■'Tobacco," this Act taking effect 
from the date of its passage, April 7, 1808, changes the 
entire management of the State Tobacco Warehouses, 
as you are very well aware, and especially as to the time 
of accounting to this office. Under said statute the Chief 
Inspector, while required to make quarterly reports, viz. : 
On the first of January, April, July and October in each 
year, showing cash balance on hand, yet " at the quarter 
ending April first in each year (be shall) pay over to the 
(Jomptrollor to whom the aforesaid reports are required to 
be made, all moneys in hand, after paying all expenses 
and salaries of said warehouses." As said Act went into 
effect last April, therefore the receipts and disbursements 
shown in said table, are for only a fraction of a year. It 
is but proper to add that in the Report of the Chief In- 
spector, suhinitted to me for the quarter ending October 1, 
18!)8, there is shown a cash balance on hand of ij^lS, 580.51, 
which, in all probability, will show increased re<'eipts for 
next fiscal year. 

Miscellaneous. " 

In Tables Nos. i;i, 11, 15, l(i and 17 will be found the 
balances due, exclusive of intercKt, from various State 
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officers and corporations. Your attention is respectfully di- 
rected lo ihc- balances due by collectors, aa shown in Table 
No. i:i, amounting to 1^582,118,52, as against $e85,561.0e for 
the s^ime period lust year^ or a decrease of $103,432.54. In 
this mble you will also observe that, with one or two ex- 
oepiions, those counties having several collectors are 
further in arrears than those in which the collections are 
in the hands of one person, and far better results have 
been obtained where one person alone was responsible for 
such collections. 

Notwiihstanding the provisions of the Constitution, 
many local laws are now upon the statute books allowing 
discounts and "extending the time for the collection of 
taxes," other than as authorized by the general law. 
Such laws are perplexing and cumbersome to this depart- 
ment, and, in my opinion, clearly in violatioD of Section 
3:J of Ariicle 3 of the Constitution. All these laws 
should be repealed and a general Treasury law be enacted 
for the whole State, experience having demonstrated that 
this is the safest and most speedy method .of collecting 
the State's revenues. 

Believing that the interest of the State demanded a 
more thorough and personal inspecti<m of the books and 
accounts of State officers handling public funds, as well as 
various instiiutions receiving State aid, than it was pos- 
sible for me under existing statutes to give ; for while 
large powers are given me under Section 2 ef Article 6 of 
the Constitution, yet I do not construe such statute as con- 
ferii'ig upon me sufficient authority to personally examine 
a Stale office, such as offices of the Clerk of a Circuit Court 
or Register of Wills, in order that I might inquire under 
oath imo the condition of the affairs of such offices, their 
method of doing business, how the moneys received by 
them an* -xpi-nded or applied, and whether or not they are 
complying wirh the several provisions of law. Besides, to 
ntalve such exnminaiions throughout the State by the 
Comproller himself, would be a physical impossibility. 

The Leuisla'ure of Maryland at every session appro- 
pria'ed thousands of do'lars to various charitable, State 
and rf,f"rmaiory insritutions, many of which, indeed most 
of wliich, lire not required to make any report of moneys 
so appropiiated. The only examination to which they are 
subject is by a committee from the Legislature, and that 
imt vt-ry tliorough These institutions should, in my 
opinion, be subject to a very thorough examination, the 
result of which should be reported in detail to the Comp- 
troller, in order that he may intelligently advise the Legis- ■ 
laiuTH of the wisdom of such appropriations. 

That a rigid and careful examination should be made 
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of all State offices and inslitutiona recpiving State aid, by 
duly authorized and competent persons, there cannot be 
the slightest doubt, hi ord^r that the Slate should leceive 
its own and the public the best and most intelligent serv ice. 
These opinions 1 held when called to fill the rrsponsibte 
position I now occupy, and my official connection with the 
ireasury Department has only siiengtheufd those convic- 
tions. 

During the session of the last Legislature, af 'er miich 
research and careful consideration, and after consultation 
with Yoiir Excellency and the State Treasurer, there was 
prepared, under my direction, a bill known as the " Spec- 
ial Auditor," and by Senator Stevenson A. Williiims intro- 
duced in the Senate on the 10th of March last. Not^itli- 
standing he gave it his earnest and intelligent support, it 
failed to become a law by reason of the opposition of those 
officials whose offices and instiiulious it effected. Section 
42 of said bill read as follows : 

"It shall be the duty of the Special Auditor to Exam- 
ine, under the direction of the Comptroller as often as, and 
whenever the Comptroller may direct and determine, all 
State institutions, institutions or corporations receiving 
appropriations from the State, or in which the State may 
be directly interested, all savings banks and institutions 
not otherwise by law reiiuired to be examined, all State 
Tobacco Warehouses, building and loan associationfl. and 
all offices created by the C<msritution or laws of tbis State 
and receiving fees or funds for which th^y aiv required in 
any manner to account with thu St'te or with any State 
officials. Full and ample power is hereby conferred upon 
the Special Audilor to make sucli examinations for the 
purpose of ascertaining the status and condiiitm of 
the affairs of the institutions, banks, corporations, associa- 
tions, warehouses and offices aforesaid, their methods of 
accounting and doing business, how the moneys received 
by them are expended or applied, and whether or not they 
are in alt respects complying with the several provisions 
of law to them respectively applicable." 

Had such bill become a law, I am fully persuaded a 
more intelligent and trustworthy service would now be 
given the State. 

It has been a pleasure to present to you the abov& 
operations of the Treasury Department. Tliat the exhibit 
thus made must meet your hearty approval, I feel w«ll as- 
sured ; for the re-iord herein given challenges the favor- 
able considerable of every citizen. It is also my pleasure 
to again bear testimony to the emminent financial ability 
of the present State Treasurer, to whom is equally due the 
credit of the management of the State's finances; and I 
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also take much pleasure in teetifyin^ to the efficiency of 
the clerks in my office and in the office of tht- Treaaurer, 
who have wiih tidelily and zeal perfoimed their respective 

duliep to the Stale.
